a ~ There is molasses in it. The young lad 
^ was tempted to tktte It, and the ser- 
vices of a doctor and a dose of emetic 
tc was necessary to make him right. All 
is well that ends well, but the result 
re might have been serious, and the in- 
; n cident demonstrates the necessity of 
care and caution. 

Mr. H. Oliver Jones, of near High 
^ River, the milk man, had the mis- 
fortune last week of having six of 
^ his cows poisoned with grasshopper 
I bait, the result of which, up to this 
writing, is that four of them are dead 
and the other two very sick and not 
expected to live. A farm wagon load- 
lf . ed with tthe bait was proceeding 
homeward and a bag of the mixture 
fell on the roadside, and the cows 
’ happening that way, partook of the 
sweetened mixture of bran and me 
”l' lasses in quantities that caused the 
almost immediate death of two and 
made the others very sick. Since 
, s then two others have died and the re¬ 
maining two are in a bad condition 
It is a serious loss to Mr. Jones and 
10 we trust that no further similar ac- 
cidents will be reported. The mixture 
ln in quantities is very poisonous and 
care should be taken in its handling 
n ’ and distribution.

The Guardian: There ia being 
brought home to the citizen* of every 
province in Canada, the fact that our 
system of government is expensive,' 
not more so it may be than others, 
but still enough so to warrant close 
scrutiny of our expenditures and wise 
husbanding at our resource. The 
Citizens’ Research Institute of Can¬ 
ada has just issued a bulletin giving 
some very interesting statistics in re¬ 
gard to this matter. In 1920, Quebec 
paid $6.76 per head for education, le¬ 
gislation and general provincial gov¬ 
ernment, administration of justice 
p-ants to agriculture, public welfare 
institutions, and,the building, repair¬ 
ing and financing of highways, bridg¬ 
es and ferries. For similar services,

How to lower the costs of railway 
transportation is the most important 
question before' the people of Canada 
today. 0 

Without going into history, the 
present situation is that freight rates 
have reached such a height that the 
farmer, especially In Western Canada, 
is suffering severely, and the manu¬ 
facturer and other shippers find that 
the sale of their goods is restricted 
because people cannot afford to pay 
the freight. While the prices of farm 
products, lumber, minerals, manufac¬ 
tured goods and merchandise have 
been greatly reduced during the past 
two years, freight rates were greatly 
increased in 1920, and since that time 
have experienced only a slight reduc¬ 
tion. We think that freight rates 
should come down with other prices. 
The railways should face conditions 
and reduce their operating costs just 
as manufacturers, farmers and others 
have reduced their operating costs. 

yta do not care to advise on ways 
and means, but we believe that the 
condition of the country’s trade de¬ 
mands that there be an immediate, 
general and-substantial reduction of 
freight rates to approximately the 
rates which were in effect before the 
40 per cent increase fn 1920. More¬ 
over, we believe that, as the farmer 
is the primary producer, he should be 
given special encouragement. 

When the slump came the prices of 
farm products and manufactured 
goods were not kept up by any arti¬ 
ficial means. They had to be sold for 
what the market offered. Freight 
rates, on the other hand, were not 
only increased after the slump had 
commenced, but have been maintained 
at almost the same level all through 
it. Every other cost of production has 
been cat to the bone. High freight is 
the remaining obstacle. If the public 
want to buy goods at lower prices 
freight rates must come down.

$5000 00 should be borrowed on the ae- 
curit; of the Town of Vulcan for the 
purpose of paying for the following : 
Public Park Site. 37 acres ..$3000.00

Cemetery Building. 240.00 

Police Barracks. 800.00 

Street Grading . 725.00 

And Whereas such indebtedness is 
to be extended over a period of 10 years 
from the date of the isaning of the said 
debentures and to be repayable with in¬ 
terest $t 0% per annum in equal annual 
installments of principal and interest 
amounting to $079 34 each and payable 
on the 3rd day of July in each year dur 
ing the currency thereof. 

And Whxrias the value of the assess¬ 
ed land within the limits of (he Town of 
Vulcan according to the la«t revised as- 
aeament roll is $111735 00. 

And Whereas the amount of the ex¬ 
isting debenture debt is $800.00 and no 
part of the principal and interest is ii> 
arrears. 

Therefore the Council of the Town of 
Vnlcan duly assembled enacts ns follows: 

(1) That the said Town of Vulcan shall 
subject to the approval of the Board of 
Public Utility Commissioners of Alberta, 
borrow for the purpose aforesaid, the 
aum not exceeding $5000.00 and shall 
issue one or more debentures of the said 
Town of Vnlcan for sucii sum or sums so 
borrowed.

(3) The said debentures shall bear in¬ 
terest at the rate of 6% per annum. 

(4) This By-law shall take effect on 
the final passing thereof. 

(5) For the purpose of paying the sev¬ 
eral installments of principal and in¬ 
terest as the same become dne the sum 
oh$679.34 shall be levied and raised dur 
ing the period of 10 years next after this 
By-law takes effect by a rate sufficient 
therefor, over and above all other rates' 
and taxes of the gaid Town of Vulcan, 
the said sum being sufficient to pay the 
said several installments of priucfpal and 
interest above set forth as they respect¬ 
ively become due. 

(8) The said debentures shall have at¬ 
tached to them coupons for the install 
ment of principal and interest, which 
coupons shall be Bigned by the Mayor 
and Secretary-Treasurer.

Enquiry is being made into the pos¬ 
sibility of establishment of a potato 
flour plant at Edmonton. 

The annual Elks Carnival opened in 
Calgary on Monday to run for the , 
week, June 12 to 17, and a big time 
is anticipated. 

\ The potatoe crop of Alberta will be 
Considerably less than last year, but 
the quality of the tubers is likely to 
be much better than in other years. 

The late frost in the north country 
did not damage the grain but set the 
crops back at least two weeks, and 
good growing weather with rain is 
needed to make the recovery. 

The annual convention of the 
Women’s Institutes is in progress this 
week at Calgary, and will last until 
Saturday, Jthe convention of girls clubs 
being held the last two days of the 
week.

The cost to the farmer will be 
about 14 cenjs a lb.; about 6 cents a 
lb. leas than it was last year.

About 32,000 live cattle were im¬ 
ported into the United Kingdom from 
Canada for food in 1921 ,According to 
a statement made by Sir Arthur Grif- 
fith-Boscawen, Minister of Agricul¬ 
ture. In the first four months of this 
year 2,193 cattle were imported, whilst 
in 1919 and 1920 no importations took 
place. 

Practical aid to colonists by means 
of clearing a portion of their lots is 
intended by the provincial government 
of Quebec, according to an announce¬ 
ment made by Edmond Robert, pro¬ 
vincial colonization agent at Montreal. 
A system will be established whereby 
the government will clear at its own 
expense fifteen acres of land on each 
colonization lot.

Tragic find of a Dream-Major HI 
if Successful Will Stop at the 
High River Aerodrome 


Reckless and Deficient Use Is 
Practically Useless

It has been drawn to our attention 
that' some of our farmers are appar¬ 
ently wasting the poison bait supplied 
for the fight against the grasshoppers 
in two ways: * 

1st, by placing it out in the heat 
the day when it rapidly dries and be* 
comes ineffective. 

2nd, by throwing it in large hand- 
fulls instead of broadcasting it as 
thinly as possible. Several reports 
have reached us of the death of valu¬ 
able Etock as a result of the latter 
method. 

We fear that many, because they do 
not have to pay cash for the bait, 
overlook the fact that they ultimately 
do pay for it in full. The part of the 
expense borne by the municipalities 
will be met by a tax on land. The 
part borne by the province comes out 
of the general revenues of the pro¬ 
vince which we all directly or indi¬ 
rectly provide. 

We have seen the result of poison¬ 
ing done by one farmer where lie had 
located a very prolific hatching 
ground. He had scattered thinly at 
daybreak for four mornings, the fresh 
bait. Every clod covered hundreds 
of dead hoppers and those living were 
only those hatched that day. The 
ground when stirred up disclosed hun¬ 
dreds of what looked like eggs which 
proved on closer examination to *be 
the empty shells; nearly all the eggs 
had hatched and nearly all the hop¬ 
pers were-killed. 


It will be of immediate interest to 
Albertans generally and High Rivet 
residents in particular that the late 
Sir Ross Smith, who was killed re¬ 
cently in England, while making a 
test flight with his airship, prepar¬ 
atory to fly around the world with 
his brother, had his route map planned 
out, and High River was included as 
one of his stopping places. In a re¬ 
cent London publication, there was 
published a time map and the air route 
round the wvorld in which Vancouver, 
High River, Winnipeg, Camp Borden, 
Sydney and St. Johns are marked as 
stopping places. 

It was a sad stroke’of fate that in¬ 
tervened when Sir Ross ^hite testing 
the machine that had been selected for | 
the great voyage, crashed to the! 
grounds at Brooklands, and both Sir j 
Ross Smith and Lieut. Bennett were j 
killed. 

Nothing that Jules Verne everl 
Imagined in his most inspired mo- j 
ments outvies the cold reality of the 
task that was to he undertaken by the 
adventurous Australians. They were 
to begin their flight from Croydon 
early in May, going first to Lyons and 
thence to Rangoon, via the same route 
that they followed on the flight 
Austrajla. They were then to m. 
for Tokio, where a spare engine v. 
to await them, to be fitted if wanti 

Flying due north from Tokio, t 
were to make^for the far north . 
Japan and cross the Pacific to Alaska 
via the Aleutian Archipelago. The> 
would then have crossed Canada from 
Vancouver, with stop offs at the above 
mentioned places. At Camp Borden 
a spare engine was to await the fly¬ 
ers and the last part of the journey 
across the Atlantic might have been 
made in one flight or in stages via the 
Azores. 

Major W. T. Blake, a British aviator 
is now taking up the preparatory 
work performed by the two brave 
men and after considerable delay in 
France caused by a defective engine, 
he is now on the way and will follow 
the plans as outlined by Sir Ross 
Smith.
